Judgment among ſi them and the more ancient printed Authors, yet 

I have with jp» trouble recited their diſaareements, and re- 
formed aud correlled what might have led the Reader into an er- 
rour: for indeed the Writings of our Fore-fatbers in the Language 
they did deliver their minds in,was found and folid, but the ſimpli- 
city of fuch as undertook, their tras[latioas was much and did beget 
miſtabes, whileft they endeavouring to tranſiate the Authors into 
Latin, or any other Laxgusge they thought fit , did not underff and 
the Art or the Termes thereof ; ſo that of thofe their Labours , they

intended for Cambridge, & c. 1618. and 1619: my Father decayed 
bis Effate fo much, thar be was not capable of fending me thither ; 
thofe two yeers d lived ia [ome penury and difconteet ; in 1620. an 
Atturney fent*me up unto London tenait on a Gentleman , one 
Gilbert Wright , who lived and dyed in the Houfe I nom live in: 
he never was of any Profcffionybut bad fometimes attended the Lord 
Chancellour Egerton, and thes lived privately. 1624. his wife 
dyed of a Cancer in her left breft. 1625. I lived in London where 
Í now do, during all that great Sickneffe , God be praifed 1 had it 
not. Februsry 1626. my Mafler married again; be dyed May 22. 
1627. having before fetled twenty pounds per annum of me dus ing 
my life, which to this day 1 thank God I enjoy ; nor did I ever live 
fo freely as when i was his fervant, Ere tbe yeer 1627. was quite 
run out my Miſiris was pleafed to accepi of me for her Hus hand. 
During Jome jeers of her life I paſed my time privately and with 
mich ol ſcurity, yet we lived exceeding lovingly together; but in 
16 f.

charges te A it unto me, fhe gave me the whole mony, and fold 
it for 200 l.

ced to leave London, and removed into Surrey 1636. where until 
September 1641.4 lived emsong? fuch whom I may name the moft 
rurall of all men living. I then came for London ſtaggering in my 
Judgement in psint of Charch-government ; and knawing that it ts 
nnpc[[Ary, I ever loved Mongychy, bt fiill thought without a Par- 
liament preferved in their juft rights , it mould vanifh to nothing. I 
was nothing known then,er taken notice of by any; time produced me 
acquaintance , and among fl thefe a good Lady in 1643. about Fe- 
bruiry , defired I would give judgement npon a moſt noble Gentle~ 
mans I rine a Councellor at Law,whe i hen mas not wells! conſentell, 
the xine was brought, mj judge ment returned; I viſited him, v hom 
I po fooner beheld, but I krew there was aboundance of gallantry in 
the man ; for indeed be is all Gentleman and a friend in very great 
carneſt; my vife of him was tbe happicſt day I ever [aw in my 
whole life ; for by his alone generofity and countenance, I am what 1 
am, and Altrology is in def pighe of her enemies reftored, and muft 
call him her Reſtaurator. 

Being by his goodneffe admitted to vifit thine, 1 prefented him 
wih a fmall CMavnufeript of my Aſtrologicall Judgment of the 
peer 1644. wherein I was free in delivering my opinion mvdeftly of 
that yeers affaires: it pleafed him to communicate it, Copies were 
obtained and diſperſed; [o that by his alone commsendation of that 
poor Manufcript unto bis private friends this noble Art at ſinſt bad 
reſpelt among [f our Worthies in the Parliament; fence which time, 
the Tudiciens of tbe whale Kingdom had it in à better eften ;

E &ion to the younger fonnes of Art , that in judging of the 
effe&s denending upon any Direction, they maturely confidcr 
the age of the Native, for events are to be accommodated unto 
the differences of times, and therefore one fhould extreamly de- 
ceive himfclf , that upon any lironp Ditection of the Afcendant 
or wid- heaven to the ^ or X or d of 9 or Y, fhould pre- 
dict Marriage urtoa Native that is then but three, four or five 
yeers of age; how much, ] fay, fhould the Artiſt miffe the mark
